answer,” according to the National 
Highways protective Association, of 
the huge death roll in New 
York 
from street accidents. 
Since January I, 88 persons have 
been killed and several hundred more 
injured in street accidents. 
Of the 


88, forty were children. During la s t 
March alone twenty-seven persons 
including fourteen children, were kill­ 
ed by automobiles, street 
ears or 
wagons. 
Automobiles take the highest death 
toll, sixty-two of the 88 killed since 
the first of the year having been run 
down by the “ benzine buggies.”

and police, the persons

Indiana Not Alone. 


Indiana in not alone with legisla- 


tion against the trading stamp busi- 
ness. The trading stamp business 
ill Pennsylvania will be materially 
affected in that state if a bill pass- 
ed by the house of representatives 
becomes a law. It is known as the 
Walton bill, having been presented 
by Kepresentative Walton of Law- 
rence county.

17. The bill calls for a tax of $1,000 
a year upon every 
trading 
stamp 


company and a tax of $150 a year 
upon all retail merchants using such 
stamps. 


A firm or corporation wishing to 


run an independent trading stamp 
busies* would be taxed $1,000 for 
each place of business operated. This 
would cover retail grocery and cigar 
store enterprises which have such a 
scheme in operation at (his time.

fro (o the state and the remainder to

office.

short business course in Utah after 
which 1 got married and started to 
raise babies," she said.

and 1 just went at it, and here I am." 


And where she is has under her 


dainty thumb 33'2 insurance 
com- 


panies, worth many times many mil- 
lions of dollars. Mrs. Rolph is the 
type of woman described as tiny. 
Her age—well never mind her age. 
She's young. 
She isn't a politician 


and it is doubtful whether she could 
deliver a speech and certain that 
she couldn't carry a 
precinct 
by 


regular political methods. 
But she 


can superintend the insurance de- 
partment of Colorado state. 


Her duties a re enormously respon- 


sible. She passes on the assets of 
every insurance company doing bus- 
iness in Colorado and these assets 
are in every imaginable form oL' pro- 
perty. 
She's witty, too, withal this 


responsibility, and when an insur- 
ance company recently reported it 
owned some brewery stock she sug- 
gested they sell it, "for brewery 
stock may not be worth much in a 
very few years."

Department of Agriculture Warns 


Them Against Taking Advan- 


tage of Demurrage Charges. 


REALLY HELPS OTHER FELLOW 


Experts From This Country Will be 


Asked to Aid Servia in Getting 


Back on its Feet 


Washington, Mny 4,—The De- 


partment of Agriculture in a bulle- 
tin just issued 
warns 
farmers 


against taking advantage of such 
state car demurrage codes as appar- 
ently give the fanners special con- 
cessions. 
Such concessions, 
says 


the bulletin, do not work 
to 
the 


farmers' real benefit, since the man 
who is backward in loading or un- 
loading freight contributes just that 
much to the ear shortage throughout 
the country, from which the fanner 
suffers more than any other business 
man. If the farmer refuses all such 
concessions he is in better position 
to urge the abolition of all conces- 
sions made in favor of others. 


Demurrage charges, the 
bulletin 


points out, really benefit shippers as 
a whole, furnishing as they do 
n 


protection against the selfishness of 
single shippers, 
many 
of 
whom 


would use cars for storage purposes 
indefinitely if they were not com- 
pelled to pay 
for 
the privilege. 


There is no reason says the bulletin 
why the whole community through 
lack of cars, should pay 
for 
the 


storage allowed one shipper. No 
person is so vitally affected as the 
shipper of farm products and it is 
declared he can do his part toward 
remedying conditions by refusing all 
concessions. 


"On the farm not one boy in a 


thousand has been taught the scien- 
tific facts of soil cultivation, plant 
breeding, seed selection and the ad- 
vantage of co-operation in produc- 
ing and marketing crops; not any 
of the things that go to make agri- 
culture a real organized 
industry," 


declared Secretary 
of 
Commerce 


Redfield the other day 
in 
talking 


with a representative of the South- 
ern Conference for Education and 
Industry. 
"Many a fanner 
north 


and south, is poor because he does 
not get the most possible out of his 
farm. He has not the labor saving 
devices nor the power that is need- 
ed for success.

Since January 1, 88 persons have 


been killed and several hundred more 
injured in street accidents.

88, forty were children. During last 
March alone twenty-seven persons 
including fourteen children, were kill- 
ed by automobiles, street 
cars or 


wagons. 


Automobiles take the highest death 


toll, sixty-two of the 88 killed since 
the first of the year having been run 
down by the "benzine buggies." 


Despite admonitions of 
parents 


and police, the persons 
conducting 


campaign to prevent highway accid- 
ents say that children, especially in 
New York, .simply will not keep oft 
streets in their play. Playgrounds, 
while apparently jammed, to the eye 
of. the casual observer,' hold but a 
scant percentage if the youngsters 
who have other places to play except 
the streets, or else will not go to the 
playgrounds to be under the eye ot 
playground directors.
